Real Savings.-Not Imaginary Ones 


It nfver has ln*en difficult for public of­ 
ficials to preach economy and vote for more 
spending simultaneously, but some of the 
current crop seem to be able to carry tin* 
practice to tire point of deceiving them* 


seh es. 


The appropriations committees of Con­ 
gress announced proudly at the end of the 
session that Congress lead voted to spend 
¡$1,700,000,1**0 less than President Eisen­ 
hower asked in his final budget estimates. 
That is correct. 
But it doesn't mean 


much. In fact, as the research organisation, 
“ Tax Foundation.’* points out, extra appro­ 
priations that Congress must make early 
next year may more than wipe out these 
“ savings.’* 
(The Government's fiscal year 


begins Ju ly 1, and Congress always makes 
various “ supplemental ’ appropriations dur­ 
ing the latter j»art of the fiscal year.) 
For instance. Congress this year voted 


pay raises for government employes, but 
did not appropriate the money to pay for 


them. Neither did it vote money to pay for 
air mail and ship subsidies, Federal high­ 
way aid and certain other commitment#. 


Moreover- although crop price support 


loans are not technically a pail of appro­ 
priations— they are expected to cost much 
more. 
Tire Tax Foundation says also that of the 


3»o million dollars claimed to have lieen 
“ saved” in Defense appropriations, 29fi m il­ 
lion dollars represents merely a bookkeep­ 
ing matter involving the use of foreign cur­ 
rencies, and that many other claimed “ re­ 
ductions” will not Ite reflected in actual 
spending cuts, it even found that Congress 
bad taken credit for reducing one item 
twice, because it had. been asked for the 
second time after it was turned down at 
first. 
The taxpayers who have to carry the 


burden, would lie happy to see some real 
savings instead of hearing aliout im aginary 
ones.
